Bostrox, June 16.—The excitement in the city 
was well-nigh at fever heat to-day. Ali was 
bustle and confusion with the countless multi- 
tude, although with .the military departments 
all was order, All day long the sound of bands 
and drums was heard, and at most every bour 
some company under arms could be seen march- 
ing through the streets.

THE BUILDING-INSPECTOR ORDINANCE, 
The new ordinance which has just passed 
the Common Council, creating the office of 
Inspector of Buildings, is a sham and a fraud, 
which can serve no other purpose than to 
open up additional avenues of corruption and 
blackmail. There is nothing in the present 
building law which required the passage of 
such a measure, and there is no exigency in 
the condition of the city which requires it 
dither. If the Mayor, and. the Board of Pub- 
lic Works, and the Police and Fire Depart- 
ments cannot enforce, or have not the dispo- 
sition to enforce, the present laws, it is use- 
less to. expect that this Building Superintend- 
ent atid his eleven assistants will succeed any 
better. The whole purpose of this ordi- 
nance is to create twelve new offices for 
idle bunimers or Al en out of busi- 
ness. That this is the purpose of the 
ordinance is evident, first, from the fact that 
it invests these dozen officials with no new 
powers, and, second, from the compensation. 
The fifth section provides that the Superin- 
tendent of Buildings and the Inspectors shall 
be able and experienced architects or builders 
competent to perform all the duties of the 
office to which they are appointed, and that 
they shall not be employed or engaged in 
any other vocation, nor be interested in any 
contract for building or furnishing materials 
for such purpose. The tenth section provides 
that the salary of the Superintendent shall 
not exceed $2,000, and that of each Inspect- 
or shall not exceed $1,000 per annum. Is 
not this absurd upon its very face? Does any 


| one imagine that builders or architects are 


going to accept an office with this pitiful 
salary and bind themselves not to engage in 
any other vocation during their term of 
office? Is any one sd blind as not to be able 
to see that these offices have been created 
with a mere nominal salary attached to them, 
so that some of the political bummers hang- 
ing on to the present city administration may 
have an opportunity to enrich themselves by 
blackmail ? That is all there is to this ordi- 
nance. . It only offers a premium for corrup- 
tion.

THE SMASHING OF GENERALS. 

In Gen. Suexman’s memoirs there is much 
that is of special interest to the people of the 
West concerning gentlemen who have figured 
as military chieftains in the War. He writes 
dashingly, and deals out criticism with a free 
hand. He thus speaks in some way or anoth- 
er of nearly all the general officers under his 
own immediate command, and at one time or 
another all the Generals of the Western 
armies were attached to his army. Some of 
these are highly complimented and credited 
by him, and others do not fare so well. 
Among those whose military character is 
“‘smashed” is an Dlinois officer, Maj.-Gen. 
Joun A. McCiernwanp. MoCiarnnanp was 
at the battle of Shiloh, where he com- 
manded a ditison which was near 
that commanded by Saznman, and the latter 
speaks very highly of the way in which it 
was handled, and of the way in which the 
men did their duty. After that battle Gen, 
HaLizeck came out West and took command; 
the army was reorganized, and McCiernanp 
was put in command of a. corps. Suerman 
was sent to Memphis, where he remained sev- 
erai months, and Gen. Graxt was restored to 
command. In November, 1862, Grant sent 
for Suzruan at Columbus, and communicated 
a plan by which a force should march against 
Pemsenton, then intrenched below Holly 
Springs, while Suznman was to strike for the 
Taliahatchee, the ultimate object being the 
capture of Vicksburg. Before they reached 
the point, Pewprrtow had abandoned that 
line. In December, Grant and Saerman 
agreed upon the Yazoo expedition. The plan 
was to reach Vicksburg by water, while 
Gran“ held in check Pmrnrox's army near 
Grenada. That expedition was a failure. 
PEMBERTON'S army was released, and were at 
Vicksburg before Suznman’s forces could ob- 
tain ledgment. The troops were put on the 
steamer in the river, and Gen. McCLeryann, 
SHERMAN says, appears again. SHERMAN says, 
pages 293-4: io ¢ 
Ou the morning of Jan. 2 all my command were 
again afloat in their proper steamboats, when Admiral 
PorTER told me that Gen. MoCLeRyanp had arrived 
at the mouth of the Yazoo in the steamer Tigress, and 
that it was rumored that he had come down to super- 
eede me, Leaving my whole force where it was, I ran 
down to the mouth of the Yazoo in a small tug-boat, 
and thore found Gen. McCLeznayp with orders from 
the War Department to command the expeditionary 
force on the Mississippi River. . On the 4th, Gea. 
MoCLegnanp issued his General Order No, 1, assum. 


ing commend of the Army of the Mississippi, divided 
into two corps. 


One was to be commanded by Gen. Moraan 


and the other by Suzmay. 

Gen. MoCLERNAND was appointed to this command 
by President Lcos in person, who had no knowl- 
edge of what was then going om down the river. Still, 
my relief; on the heels of a failure, raised the usual 
cry at the North of “‘ Repulse, failure, and bungling.”

He spoke in general terms of opening 
the navigation of the Mississrppi, cutting his way to 
the sea,” te., otc., but the modus operandi was not 80 
clear. Knowing fall well that we could not carry on 
operations against Vicks burg as long as the Rebels beld 
the Post of Arkansas,.I visited him on his boat .. 
and asked leave to go up the Arkansas and clear out 
the Post. He made various objections, but consented 
to go with me to see Admiral Pontes. . . . Por 
TRB’s manner to MCCLERNAND was go curt that I in- 
vited him out into a forward cabin, where he had his 
charts, and asked him what be meant by it. He said 
he “did not like bim“: that in ‘Wi . before 
coming West, he had been introduced to him by Presi- 
dent LW, and bad taken «s Strong prejudice 
agu inst him. 

Finally, Porter agreed to go with his gun- 
boats, and, instead of sending Saxrmay, 
McOntzrnawnp decided to go himself and take 
his whole force.

Gen. McCizrnanp had 
his quarters on the steamboat Tigress. Abont 
10 o'clock the battle begun,—the troops at- 
tacking the outside intrenchments and the 
gun-boats the fort. After describing the 
battle and the surrender of the fort, upon re- 
ceiving certain orders he went to see the 
Commanding General. He then adds:

THE NATIONAL BOARD OF TRADE. 

The National Board of Trade began its an- 
nual session at Philadelphia on Tuesday. 
The President of the Philadelphia Board of 
Trade, under the form of an address of wel- 
come, made a warm appeal for support for 
the inevitable Centennial, The annual report 
of the Executive Committee approves the act 
of the late Congress on the subject of cur- 
rency for banking and future specie-pay- 
ments; this act, however, they concede is 
imperfect, and they point out one or two 
points of doubtfal construction, but 
fail to make any suggestions or recommenda- 
tions of a remedial character. On this point 
the report is exceedingly indefinite. Reci- 
procity is quietly shelved. ä 

President Fratey delivered a special ad- 
dress on transportation, in which he re- 
hearsed the whole story that has become as 
familiar as the story of Jack the Giant- 
Killer.“ The President reached the conclu- 
sion that the average duty on railroad iron 
during the last forty years has operated to 
produce cheapness in transportation and of 
construction, and this conclusion is reached 
because the iron was purchased with bonds 
by companies which had no money. He 
condemns watering of stock as one great 
cause for increasing the cost of transporta- 
tion. But, in keeping with the rest of the 
report, there is no recommendation of any 
remedy, except one, which, in the light of 
the fact that this nation is about completing 
the hundreth year of its existence, is simply 
childish. He says: 

Finally, the most effective remedy for the existing 
evils of railway charges will be found in the imecrease 
of population and the diversification of the employ- 
ment of the people. These will create home markets 
for the farmer and planter, Producers and consum- 


ers will be brought close together, and the tax of 
transportation will practically die out. 


This, from a gentlemen who for several 
years has been President of the National 
Board of Trade of the United States, and this 
being the only thing he had to advise con- 
cerning the commercial, financial, and 
industrial interests of the country, indi- 
cates that the National Board of Trade has 
about filled its mission, and is relapsing to- 
wards the commercial ignorance and intoler- 
ance that preceded the American Revolution. 
The President of the National Board of Trade 
of the United States, in the last quarter of 
the nineteenth century, gravely proposes to a 
body representing the trade and commerce 
and the productive interests of the country 
to build, after the manner of the Chinese, a 
wall around the United States to keep out all 
foreigners seeking trade with us, and to keep 
in all Americans that may have something to 
to sell to the people outside. * 


THE HAL SUIT AGAINST TILTON. 
The later developments in the Bron 


scandal outside of the court-room cannot be 
put aside as having no bearing on the case. 
They will not be permitted to influence the 
jury in Mr. TrTon’s quit for damages against 
Mr. Baron, but there is no way in which 
to prevent their making an impression upon 
the public ; at the very least they will in- 
crease the doubts that already possess the 
minds of most people who take an interest 
in the scandal. They cannot be dismissed as 
fabrications, The recent statements are 
given with too much circumstantiality to ad- 
mit of this theory. No responsible newspa- 
per would incur the risk of printing charges 
so grave unless it were sure of being able to 
support them by the evidence of those ac- 
credited with the allegations. ‘There is an- 
other element of probability about them. 
No statements have been made in this scan- 
dal by anybody which the makers were not 
ready and willing to sustain upon oath when 
called upon to do so. It is not likely that 
any one would commit such an indiscretion 
at this stage of the proceedings; it is too se- 
rious a matter to trifle with. Mere anxiety 
to achieve notoriety will not account for 
these statements, because if that had been 
the motive those who are now. accredited 
with knowledge on the matter could have 
pushed themselves forward long ago when 
they could have gained much greater notori- 
ety than now. In fact, the appearance of 
new evidence at this time seems to indicate 
by itself that it has come ont accidentally 
and not by the free will and consent of those 
who give it. 

There appears to have been an effort on 
both mdes to exclude certain testimony, 
which has been curiously aided by circum- 
stance.

The import of this outside evidence will 
depend largely upon the character of the 
verdict in the pending civil suit. If there is 
a verdict for Mr. Bezomen, he will not be 
able to claim a complete vindication so long 
as this outside evidence remains unchal- 
lenged, and Mr. Tron will have the right 
to demand a prompt prosecution of the in- 
dictment against him for slander, which was 
found at Mr. Beecusr’s investigation and on 
Mr. Brecwen’s evidence, If the verdict is 
for Mr. Tron, there will be no need of his 
pressing the matter further, as his object is 
not understood to be money damages, and 
this new and outside evidence will be merely 
cumulative. If there isa disagreement of 
the jury, Mr. Brecuzn is not vindicated 
either as to the evidence before the jury or as 
to the evidence which was not introduced on 
the trial, and, in order to assert a good claim 
upon the sympathy and confidence of the 
public, he will be obliged to prosecute the 
criminal suits he caused to be brought againt 
Trrtown and Movzrow. To enter a olle 
prosequi in these suits. would be a sort of 
confession on the part of Mr. Bercuer. 

In the event of an wnsatisfactory con- 
clusion to the present civil suit, the criminal 
suit will, in all probability, develop all the 
facts much more fully, and in a more intel- 
ligent shape, than they could possibly be in- 
cluded in g civil suit. It will open the way 
for all the evidence bearing on the charge, 
except Mrs. TILrow's testimony. Witnesses 
who have been restrained from coming -for- 
ward in the civil suit for damages will 
searcely feel justified in holding off when the 
personal liberty of one of the parties is in- 
volved. We think, therefore, that the speedy 
trial of Mr. Tron is a thing to be justly do- 
manded. If he has slandered Mr. Burcurs, 
he ought to be punished for it; if not, he 
hes a right to vindication from the charge. 
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INTERNATIONAL POSTAGE. 

A General Postal Union has been formed, 
which embraces nearly the whole of Chris- 
tendom. Within its area, letters weighing 15 
grammes (about 53 per cent of an ounce) can 
be sent for 5 cents after July 1. The coun- 
tries included in the Union are Germany, 
Austria, Belgium, Denmark, Turkey, Egypt, 
Spain, Great Britain, Portugal, Russia, Greece, 
Italy, Norway, Sweden, Switzerland, and the 
United States. The new rates apply not only 
to them, but to their colonies everywhere, so 
that a five-cent stamp will carry a letter from 
Chicago to Iceland, or to Hindostan, or to 
Northern Africa, or, in fact, to about any 
point where a letter could be received and 
read. Jan. 1, 1876, France will come into 
the Postal Union, and its rates will then apply 
upon her territory, too. Postal cards can be 
sent for 2 cents, and newspapers of not more 
than 4 ounces in weight will cost no more. 
The Saturday issue of Tun Tano can 
therefore be gent to the Cape of Good Hope 
for just half the cost of sending it to River- 
side. Reflection on this fact will increase 
the popular gratitude to Senators Ramszr 
and Hmm and the express companies for 
their kind offices in doubling the domestic 
postage on third-class mail matter. 

The adoption of these low rates of postage 
will doubtless result in a marked increase in 
the number of letters exchanged between the 
Old World and the New. The advantages of 
this increased intercommunication will be 
great, from commercial, political, esthetic, 
and social points of view. The development 
of business will be slow, perhaps, but sare, 
and it will involve certain important 
consequences. M. Carvatiern ascribes the 
friendship which has replaced tiie old-time 
hostility between France and England 
to the commercial intercourse caused by 
several reforms, of which cheap postage was 
one. It is certain that the constant exchange 
of ideas between men of different nationali- 
ties will lead to the dissipation of national 
prejudices and the encouragement of national 
good-will. It is not improbable that the re- 
form will hasten the adoption of an inter- 
national. coinage and the victory of free 
trade. And, if it does none of these great 
things, it will at least save a mint of money 
every year to the letter-writers of Christen- 
dom, and will probably increase the postal

THE LAST DISGUSTED BOARD OF TRADE OPERATOR. 

And now comes Oramel S. Hough and declares 
by hie bill fled in the Circuit Court that the 
Board of Trade has most unlawfully ejected him 
from its sacred precincta, His story comprises 
sixty-eight pages of legal cap, and commences 
with the usual statistics as to Chicago's grain 
trade. After another diversion on the subject 
of the value of 4 membership in that honored 
body the Board of Trade, complainant says that 
the immediate cause of his. involuntary da- 
parture wasone O. W. Clapp, who Gled a com- 
plaint with the Directors stating that Hough & 
Sonus owed him $818.75 for differences in 500 bar- 
rele ot mesg pork and 750 tierces of 
lard, and that they were attempting to 
defrand him out of that amount. A meeting 
was held in due time to consider the grievance, 
when [ough appeared and stated under oath 
that the entire claim was based on “ puts” or 
“ privileges,” aod that the property was nat de- 
livered to him. He also denied the jurisdiction 
of the Board, or its right to expel him for the 
failure to pay such a claim. The Board of Di- 
rectors thought that the matter properly belong-. 
ed to the Committee on Arbitration, and voted 
to dismiss it, 

Hough says he refused to go before that Com- 
mittee, and claimg it could only nave jurisdic- 
tion Over Gases Voluntarily submitted to it. A 
new complaint was then preferred, to which 
Hough made the same objections as before. He 
holds that the contr+ct on which Clapp's claim is 
based is void under the statute relating to 
puts“; that the future time and market price 
were contingent events, and that the sale was in 
the nature of a wager. The oft-repeated objeo- 
tion to the delegation of judicial power to the 
Board of Directors is also urged. The compiamant 
further states that, before the second complaiut 
was preferred against him, the Board of Trade 
adopted ue rales and by-laws, aud repealed the 
tormer ones ie regard to the expulgion of mom- 
bers. The prineipal change is m the creation of 
a Committee of Reference, to whom ail com- 
plaints are referred, which is authorized to hear 
all matters of difference, aud report its decision 
to the Board of Directors. A new hearing is 
tnen had, when both parties are again allowed to 
int®oduce proof for or against the claims. Tue 
second time the complain: was made by Clapp it 
wae referred tu this bew Committee of Reference 
in complaipant’s absence, The Committee re- 
ported to the Board of Directors in favor of sus- 
pension, and the latter body, it ia changed, 
wihout giving bim note, voted to suspend him 
‘from the Board of Trade for an indefinite 
period. Hough states, in addition, that he 
was ope of the original tors of the 
Board of Trade; that he has built up a very 
large aud lucrative business, and that bis profits 
for the past six months have been about $25,000. 
Expulsion from the Board of Trade would work 
irreparable ruin, and be asks for an injunction 
to prevent such damage, to restrain the Board 
from interfering with lum in his business as a 
member, and that the resolution to suspend may 
A motion will be 
made to-morrow morning for an injanction be- 
fore Judge Farwell. 

THE GREENE COUNTY CONTEMPT CASE. 

Attorney-General Edsall fiaished bis argument 
yesterday parning, ia reply to the rule ou the 
Sheriff of Greene County to show cause why he 
should not be attached for contempt for seizin 
and PERG, the track a train 
cars on the kford, Rock Island & St. Louis 
Railroad. The rule was made some two weeks 
ago, but the Sheriff showed that he had acted 
uuder instructious trom the Attorney-Geperal, 
and the case was, therefore, ned to allow 
Mr. Edeall an opportunity to show on what 
authority he gave such advice. He contended 
that the Governmevt had such a len for taxes, 
and such a pre-eminent right to collect them 
that it was not obliged te ask the assistance of 
courts: that its right was denied from an inde- 
pendent source, and that even though the prop- 
erty of the railroad corporation was in the hands 
of the Court, the Government was able to go 
on and collect taxes without the aid of the latter. 
Much strees was also laid o State rights, and it 
was claimed that courts had not power in such 
a case to inguire into the validity of the tax. 

Au animated dialogue followed the close of 
the argument, Judge Drummond asking some 
pertinent questions, and intimating quite dis- 
tinctly his views on the subject. Ihe question 
in the case, he said, was whether the State had 
any right to collect taxes on bropesty in the 
hands of the Court; whether it formed an ex- 

to the rule that an officer of another 


erty. without the consent of the Court; whethec, 
in Other words, the authority of the Sheriff to 
collect taxes was paramount to that of the Court, 
over property in its posséesion, on which it was 
destred to levy, Did it stand as if it were in the 
hands tf a party who was personally liable to 
pay the taxes? Although the power to collect 
taxes and to enforce the payment vas immense, yet 
it would be arbitrary, and not in consonance with 
the character of a country governed by law, if it 
could not be eubjected to the power of judicial 
tribueale, All the lawa sfforied the citizen 
some protection agaiost illegal and exorbitant 
taxation. It was also a question whether 
fact that the 
possession of 
did not authorize that Court to decide any aad 
every claim either for taxes or for guy other 
object against such property, before the Receiver 
was authorued to pay the same. Asa matter of 
comity the Court would, op 8 represeutasion 
that taxes were due gad unpaid, order them to be 
liquidated. That would be its duty to carry out 
such paramount Claim of the State. Aud as 
such representation had been made to the Court 
in the present case. of taxes being due, it would 
autvonze its Receiver to pay them if they were 


Tus Judge thought the object of the Attorney - 
General had been to obtain an opinion which 
might be construed as a precedent for future aoc- 
tion. The question was not wbether or pot taxes 
were due, but whether the Collector. when they 
were due, should »oform the Court of the fact, 
in order that the latter might take such action as 


as well as of the State. As the property in the 
present case had been returned to the Re- 
ceiver, ag practical question existed, unless the 
Attornéy-General wished to have the property 
restored to the Collector and Sheriff. The latter 
bad acted under the Attorney-General’s direction, 
and it was sufficient punishment tuat he was 
compelled to surrender the property he had 
seized.

THE COMPANY HA» FO LOWER ITS TRACES. 
The South Side Railway Company continued 
their experiments in landscape gardening on 
Wabash avenue yesterday, and succeeded in 
making a thoroughfare rather more difficult to 
traverse than ever before, About 150 men w 
employed, and with them several teams; the 
men at the north end of the route were engaged 
in making a continuous mound in the centre of 
the street, umug for the purpose dirt brought 
by the teams. From Congress street to El- 
dridge court this mound of loose dirt occu- 
pies more than half the street, and, since 


thoroughfare may perhaps be imagived. The 
dirt used to fill ap to the unlawful grade is laxge- 
ly composed of buildine refuse, old mortar, 
broken bricks, of stone, and other hke 
material, which the Company consider quite 
good enough for a roadway in Chicago's princi- 
pal residence street. When he who bas a team 
thinks of the pleasure of driving over a loose 


1 and ragced masa of stone, dirt, and bricks, he 


wiil Benet suitable thanks to the Company. Tho 
heap in the centre of the street averages about 
a foot in height, aod is a decided addition to the 
avenue. 
From Twelfth street south to Twenty-second 
the Company's men were at work undoing what 
they did the day before, The diary of this por- 
tion of the sveoue’ shows that Satur- 
gay aod Sunday tue Company tore up 
the street, and threw the dirt wildly around on 
all sides. Monday they rested and thought it 
over. ‘Tuesday they threw some of the dirt and 
rabbish back between the tracks, ang, to give a 
pleasing air of change to their lsbors, yesterday 
they set to work and scattered the rubbish 
around again. ‘Their object was to get ont the 
bed — ond lower their, tracks down to the 
level—a proceediig which they never would 
have chosen to have done had not Tux Trisune 
shown the public how utierly they were dime- 
garding the law. 
The Company have shown as yet vo disposi- 
tion to pave any portion of the avenue, and 
have not done anything in the way of bringing 
inla or performing the work. They will 
possibly get around to that im a few weeks— 
maybe in less. 
o ho how entirely the Company forget all 
about grades, ordinances, and such, it w 
ouly necessary to state that they made à start to 
pave south from Twenty-second street on 2 
line even with their iron as laid, or about 4 
inches above grade, aud above the level of the 
pavement. 
The present state ef the avenus is dangerous 
as well as disgraceful, aud the inhabitante are 
beginning to inquire as to what would happen if 
a fire should break out. It would be aext to 
impossible for a fire-evgine to get into position 
ov the avenue, end it wouid ve totally impossible 
for one to cross the street. It is to be hoped 
that wo fire-alarm will be struck for that portion 
of the city until the gracious pleasure of the 
Company permits a pavement to be laid. 
The officers of the Railway Company were be- 
fore the Grand dury yesterday to answer a com- 
plaint lodged by some party or parties livi ig 
along Wabash avenue, to the effect that the en- 
terpiise Of that Company Sunday, in laying 3 
track along Wabash avenue, wes no enterprise 
at all, but the éreation of a nuisance, which 
ought to be abated. A dozen or more witnezses 
were examined, but no resuit was annonaced at 
noon, when the jury adjourned for the day. It 
is likely that this will induce the Company to 
burry up the job of sinking Ma tracks to 
grade. *

COMMON-LAW MARRIACES. 
BARNRS GETS THE MONEY. 

The Spiritualistic marriage dispute concerning 
Chaancey Barnes and Mattie Sawyer which was 
heard before Judge Wallace a week or more ago 
was vesterday decided in the County Court in the 
presence of a crowd of auxious lookers-on of 
the Spiritual faita. : 

In giving the decision the Judge said he was 
crowded for time, and as a consequence his 
opinion world not be as elaborate as it other- 
wise would have but it would coverthe chief 
issue of the case. Under the principles of the 
common law. the so-called marriage of the de- 
ceased and Dr. Barnes bad to be recognized as 
valid. He had given the same decision in a sim- 
ilar case, which had been sustained by the higb- 
er Court. The statutes of the State prescribed 
the forms of marriage, but did not forbid any 
of the forma acknowledged by the common law. 
Under the common law, there were two forms 
considered valid: the one when the obligation 
was assumed in the nee of witnesses, and 


the other when the parties by living together pub- 


licly assumed the apparent relation of mau and 
wife. It could not be doubted that Dr. Barnes 
and the deceased had been recognized in their 
associations as married, even by their nearest 
relations. The recognition might have been to 
suppress the disgrace of illicit intercourse, but 
this even would not affect the case in the eye of 
the law. Some of thetestimony in the case, he 
said, was perhaps questionable, but inasmuch as 
the defense had not questioned it he conid not. 
In view, therefore, of the testimony, and the 
fact that Dr. Barnes and the doceased had 
lived together until the latter's demise, 
and been treated as man and wife by society, he

This work will 
require but three or four days at the longest. 
The pew bridge is built by the American Bridge 
Company upon desims furnished by S. G. Art- 
ingstall of the Boarc of Publio Works. It will 
be similar to the om now at Randolph street, 
and also the one som to be built at Harrison 
street. By the proviions of their contract, the 
contractor are tequied to have the bridge com- 
pleted by Sept. 1, aid within thirty days from 
the day on which tley first commence tearing 
down the old one.
